The mob then 
fired several ahota into the house, none 
of which took effect, and after several 
attempts to get Dever to come out the 
mob fired the building. Intense heat 
finally forced Dever to run out, ami 
with pistol in hand, he started to a 
cornfield, a few steps from the house, 
where he took shelter behind a corn 
shock and was shot to death. Mrs. 
West perished in the burning house, 
and Sunday morning her remains were 
found in the chimney where had taken 
refuge. Her legs and the upper )>or- 
tion of the body were almost entirely 
burned off.

elaborate history of the Monroe doc- 
trine and the Venezuelan question as 
he became intimately familiar with it 
on the foreign relations committee. 

"The Monroe doctrine has two wide- 
ly different features, one of which only 
is involved in the Vcneinelnn dispute," 
says Mr. Monoy. "In the tlrst place, 
no president haa authority tolaydovrn 
a fundamental or permanent policy of 
government The constitution hns 
placed that power in congress, and 
congress, at the time of Mr. Monvoc s 
seventh annual message, and on Other 
occasions, declined to affirm the Mon- 
roe doctrine and two years later disa- 
vowed it entirely." 

Then follows the history of the doc- 
trine, which be demonstratea to have 
been called out by the hiatorieal holy 
alliance formed by the kings of France. 
Austria, Russia and Prussia, which 
they proceeded to make effective. 
Great Britain vainly protesting. 
Eventually the alliance proposed 
to cross the Atlantic and sul>- 
jugate everything to kings in 
the Spanish provinces, although the 
United States had recognized their in 
dependence. Fearing for its South 
American trade, Great Kritain inti- 
mated a readiness to atand by the 
United States in resisting the alliance, 
and in this way came the protest, not 
against a monarchical form of gevern 
ment in America, but against the al- 
lied powers extending their po! it iciil 
system to any portion of either conti- 
nent of America.

Wahiikotox, Dec. 30— After the 
reading of the journal Saturday the 
discussion of the bond bill was re- 
sumed in the house, the discussion to 
close at I o'clock.
